Last year the organization ship- 
ped over 500,000 bushels set 
from the district and the eage 
seeded indicates that the 1946 crop 
will reach an even higher figure 

The building under construction 
fi 40 by 70 feet on a concrete foun 
dation and will provide storage tor 
12 carloac of eed, the value ¢ 
which is estimated at $200,000. The 
seed will be held until rea t for- 
ward to the ce I cleantlr plant 
at Camrose, where rocessing is 
complete for shipment to all parts 
ot the world.

Windsor’ Ss Crime Campaign 


The women of Windsor, Ontario, sup- 
ported by the service clubs and other organ- 
izations of that city, have banded together 
to stamp out sex crimes in their community. 


The action is taken because the incidence 
of sex murders has risen alarmingly there 
during the past few years 

The firm stand of these women is to 
be applauded because sex offences are on 
the increaSe everywhere throughout Can- 
ada. Sex killings have not become common 
in every city. But there is a long parade of 


defendants in indecent act cases before mag- 
istrates almost continually. 
These latter offences are significant be- 


cause there is a very real and frequently 
tragic connection between the simple in- 
detent act, which the authorities have an 
unfortunate tendency to regard with tol- 
eration, and the actual sex murder, There 
is a connection because pSychiatrists are 
able to prove that the lesser offence leads 
almost inevitably to the greater if the of- 
fender is not suitably dealt with. 

They are able to show that nearly every 


unbalanced person who commits a sex crime 


first gave evidence of his aberration in so 
ecalled minor offences against decency. 
The first step in such a campaign as 
planned in Windsor should, then, be very 
plain. The place to start is to insist that 
criminal courts begin to regard these les 
ser offences as potentially major ones and

To dismiss them with fines or short jail 
terms is simply to invite disaster 

If the criminal code does not provide
